CHIEF WILLIAM T. CACACE

^ | WO homes were broken into tonight! 
I The take was over S10.000 in cash 

and jewels! No trace of the guys!" the 
'Chief said to his lieutenant. 

These words set into action a long-thought-out 
plan of one of the youngest and most astute.police 
chiefs in the United States— Chief of Police Wil- 
liam T. Cacace, of Alpine, New Jersey. 

At thirty-four, in 1936, Cacace graduated as a 
fingerprint expert from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Police Academy. Fingerprinting, 
although an accepted method of detection, had 
not yet been given all the credit it was due. nor 
was it as widespread in practice as it should have 
been. 

What Cacace knew when he was informed 
of the $10,000 robbery in Alpine was that for 
the past six months New York City had been 
the scene of a series of similar burglaries— 
well-planned, well-ordered— involving over 400 
homes. Cacace had followed the big-city crime 
wave with detachment until the morning of the 
Alpine robberies. Then, matching details and a 
certain pattern which he detected, Cacace was 
convinced that the New York housebreakers had 
transferred their operations to New Jersey. Fin- 
gerprints, he believed, would be the only fool 
proof way to put these thorough-going criminals 
in jail, where they belonged. And a few, hour* 
after investigating the two burgled Houses in 
Alpine the chief had a perfect batch of finger- 
prints to work ntftb. 



"You know, Norm," Cacace remarked to his 
lieutenant, "if I can crack this case on fingerprint 
evidence, we might establish the method in every 
small town in the nation. But these fellows are 
smart! They slipped only once— leaving prints 
where they thought no one would dream of look- 
ing for them—but if we keep driving away at this 
thing, that slip will be their last!" 

Cacace's first move, of course, was to contact 
the FBI and the New York City police, asking 
them to check their fingerprint files. And then 
the going got tough! Neither organization came 
up with matching prints! Cacace then sent a 
notice to every New Jersey police department, 
alerting them and requesting that they let him, 
or one of his pupils, investigate any burgled 
home for latent prints. 

The New Jersey burglaries continued. Each 
time the criminals escaped, leaving no evidence, 
Cacace had their prints— but this was only a be- 
ginning; he had a long way to go from there! 

His first break finally came when two homes in 
Northern New Jersey were entered. Again the 
criminals escaped, but from one of these rob- 
beries the Chief got footprints as well as finger- 
prints, and from the latter he was able to deter- 
mine the approximate height and weight of the 
culprits. 

A few weeks later, Chief Charles E. Smith, of 
Mahwah, New Jersey, a pupil of Cacace's, picked 
up two men on suspicion. Their prints were 
taken and sent to Cacace. They matched! But 
Cacace restrained the impulse to hold the sus- 
pects, remarking to Chief Smith, "Why go to 
trial on one charge when they may be implicated 
tn a hundred? And what about the loot? It can't 
all be gone. Let's just watch them for a while; we 
can pick them up any time." 

It wasn't long before Cacace's plan began to 
show results. After three weeks of "tailing" 
Cacace decided to investigate a store which had 
been frequented by the suspects and was run by 
a man suspected of being a fence. 

An inspection of the premises revealed to 
Cacace and his two assistants a small well in the 
yard behind the store. 

"Norm, this doesn't stack up," Cacace said, 
looking down into the pit of filthy water. "The 
pump works perfectly, but the water's stagnant. 
We'd better see what's down there!" 

At the bottom of the well there were two se- 
curely tied packages. They were brought up and 
found to contain valuables listed Among the 



stolen articles. 

Excited, Cacace exclaimed, "Norm! If we can 
possibly get fingerprints on this scuff, we may go 
places! It's been soaked for about five days— but 
here's the chance to prove our point once and for 
all! Let's go!" 

Back at the laboratory, after twelve hours of 
painstaking, ceaseless work— dusting, taking pic- 
tures, developing negatives and prints, Cacace 
finally succeeded in what had appeared to be an 
almost impossible task. 

"Look at this. Norm," be shouted. "Almost all 
of the stuff had their prints on it! Okay, call 
Chief Smith and have those guys picked up!" 

The two criminals, Eddie Blanchard and Tony 
Thomas, were arrogant when Cacace questioned 
them. They denied ever having seen the loot 
before. 

"Oh, sure, you're smart," said Cacace, "but 
modern criminal investigation is one step ahead 
of you! We paid a little visit to one of your fences 
—and found this stuff! Your prints are on prac- 
tically every article here! So save your breath, 
boys, and tell it to the judge!" 

Blanchard, a shifty -eyed, mean-looking charac- 
ter, said out of the corner of his mouth, "What 
do you mean prints? That stuff was in water 
for—" He stopped short, squirming in his chair. 
"I mean . . ." he stammered . . . "that stuff was 
it looks like . . ." 

"We both know what it looks like, don't we, 
Blanchard?" Cacace replied, smiling. "But the 
prints told me even more than you'&d, just now." 

That about wound up the case which led to 
Chief Cacace and the Alpine Police Academy be- 
coming responsible for statewide education of 
police in the technique of detection through fin- 
gerprinting. The Alpine Academy, working with 
the FBI and the Bergen County Chiefs of Police 
Association, has become a major laboratory, and 
Cacace a major figure in cases that deal in any 
way with the exacting science of fingerprinting. 

It was natural that, flushed with the success of 
one plan, Cacace would go on to another. Today, 
Chief Cacace is probing further into his "modus 
operandi" theory. The theory is that any crim- 
inal can eventually be tracked down by studying 
his "behavior pattern." Cacace has found that 
even the cleverest criminal doesn't realize that he 
is performing his "perfect" crime in a definite 
pattern. Thanks to this police chief, we have 
advanced another step toward the annihilation 
of crime through scientific methods.

CALIF. [ 1936, issued in commemoration 
of the 1 00th birthday of Nicolai 
Dobrolubov, a famous Russian 
revolutionary writer and critic. 
The portrait on the stamp shows 
Nicolai Dobrolubov, however, 
beneath his portrait appears the 
caption A. N. Dobrolubov, the 
name of a mystical religious poet 
who is detested by the Com- 
munists. 

On the stamps of Gambia, the 
British colony in West Africa, 
.there appeared in the 1922 issue 
a picture of an elephant with its 
hind legs formed like those of a 
horse. Elephants have only two 
rear lerj joints whereas a horse 
has more than two. Stamp col- 
lectors called attention to this- 
error and it was widely published. 
However, in 1938 when the new 
series of stamps showing King 
George VI appeared, the same 
elephant with the faulty legs was 
reproduced. 

The Australian commemorative 
set of .1937. issued on the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of 
New Sou*h Wales, depicts Gov- 
ernor Phillip landing at Sydney 
Cove in 1788 wearing epaulettes 
,on his shoulder. According to the 
author oF British Naval Customs 
and Traditions, epaulettes were 
not worn on uniforms until 1795. 
Another error was the one de- 
tected by New Zealand stamp 
collectors who discovered that 
the I -pence stamp of the New 
Zealand Chamber of Commerce 
issue of 1936, showing a truck 
carried a license plate number 
valid only for passenqer cars. 




l1 pUlLINfc BONERS" »n 
■ stamps, as described in a 
previous article, is the making of 
embarrassing mistakes by en- 
gravers who produce the designs 
which appear on stamps. In spite 
of careful research into old pic- 
tures and records these mistake* 
continue to occur and in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs some of the 
recent "boners" are eiplained. 

In 1933, Canada issued a 5- 
cent : stamp to commemorate the 
1 00th anniversary of the first 
passage under steam by the 
steamship Royal William. This ves- 
sel was a paddle wheeler, whereas 
the engraver unwittingly shows 
the Royal William to be a screw- 
propeller type of ship.
